Important  to  Young  America 

As  our  world  grows  smaller  due  to  advanced  transportation, 
foreign  language  provides  the  vital  link  in  the  understanding 
between  the  peoples  of  the  world. 

An  introductory  course  in  Latin  supplies  the  fundamentals 
of  grammar  and  pronunciation  of  the  Latin  language.  The 
study  of  word  derivations  and  vocabulary  helps  the  student 
to  grasp  the  structure  of  English  and  other  Romance  lan¬ 
guages. 

An  advanced  study  of  the  subject  reviews  and  completes 
essential  grammar  fundamentals.  Also,  there  are  studies  of 
the  Gallic  campaigns  of  Caesar  and  various  other  Roman 
literature. 

Introductory  Spanish  furnishes  the  beginning  essentials  to 
using  this  language.  A  necessary  study  of  Spanish  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  American  way  of  life  is  included. 

Advanced  studies  of  Spanish  continue,  review,  and  com¬ 
plete  grammar  studies  and  translation  sufficient  to  enable 
the  student  to  understand  conversational  Spanish,  literature, 
history,  and  geography. 

The  study  of  foreign  language  enables  the  student  to  obtain 
a  better  knowledge  of  foreign  culture,  thus  creating  each 
individual’s  own  opportunity  to  aid  in  the  long,  hard  road 
to  world  peace.  Only  in  this  manner  of  broadening  our 
horizons,  may  we  grow  into  mature  adults  who  are  able  to 
take  over  the  difficult  job  of  future  leadership.

Social  Science  is  a  field  of  study  that  entails  many  varied 
courses.  In  this  department,  students  may  take  a  course  in 
world  history  that  demonstrates  the  evolution  of  civilization 
from  the  dawn  of  history  to  modern  times.  In  the  study  of 
United  States  history,  pupils  learn  of  the  discovery,  explora¬ 
tion,  settlement,  and  growth  of  the  United  States,  its  cul¬ 
ture  and  the  impact  of  its  relationship  on  the  rest  of  the 
world. 

United  States  government  is  a  course  that  must  be  taken  by 
all  seniors.  It  is  a  study  of  the  structure  of  our  Federal,  State, 
and  Local  government  in  comparison  with  other  govern¬ 
mental  systems.  Studying  current  events  is  also  a  part  of 
this  class. 

The  semester  course  in  Economics  devotes  its  class  time  to 
gaining  an  understanding  of  the  production,  distribution,  and 
consumption  of  goods  and  services  and  how  it  affects  man¬ 
kind. 

One  may  gain  a  better  understanding  of  human  behavior  and 
actions  by  enrolling  in  the  one  semester  psychology  course. 
As  one  may  see  by  observing  the  variety  of  subjects  covered 
in  this  department,  Hagerstown  High  School  provides  stu¬ 
dents  with  the  opportunity  to  prepare  for  the  future  with 
knowledge  of  the  past  and  the  present.

this  course  know  that  their  reward  for  hard  work  will  be  an 
excellent  office  position  in  one  of  many  fields  after  graduation. 


Hagerstown  High  School  has  quite  an  extensive  department  of  busi¬ 
ness.  A  total  of  eight  courses  is  offered  to  students  who  wish  to 
enter  the  business  world  or  who  simply  wish  to  have  this  practical 
training  background  to  learn  on.  Knowledge  of  this  type  is  practical 
for  even  those  who  plan  to  attend  college,  and  it  should  be  con¬ 
sidered  by  all. 

General  business  is  a  course  designed  to  give  students  an  under¬ 
standing  of  business  as  it  functions  in  our  economic  system  through 
all  facets  of  daily  life. 

The  beginning  course  in  bookkeeping  presents  the  bookkeeping 
cycle,  first  in  its  simplest  form  and  then  work  with  special  ledgers 
and  financial  reports.  Advanced  bookkeeping  is  a  continuation  of 
first  year  bookkeeping  and  is  to  supply  the  student  with  increased 
competence  for  employment  after  graduation. 

By  taking  typewriting,  the  student  may  learn  the  mastery  of  the 
keyboard  and  basic  typing  skills.  Advanced  typing  involves  further 
development  of  typing  skills  that  apply  to  office  work. 

From  beginning  shorthand  the  student  obtains  the  basics  of  Gregg 
shorthand  in  reading,  taking  dictation,  and  transcribing  notes.  Follow¬ 
ing  this  course  is  the  advanced  shorthand  course  which  emphasizes 
speed  in  taking  transcription  and  efficiency  in  transcribing  mailable 
transcripts. 

Upon  taking  a  course  in  business  machines,  the  pupil  finds  that  he 
will  learn  the  operation  of  all  types  of  office  machines.
